And police here spoke of one 
"interesting piece of evi- 
dence" Monday morning. 
There is an Eric S. Galt living 
In a nearby suburb. This 
brings to three the number of; 
Toronto men whose identity 
Kay has assumed. He used the 
name . Eric Starvo Galt in a 
motel in Memphis at the time 
of King’s assassination and in 
a bearding house in Birming- 
ham. 

The Toronto man signs his 
name Eric S. Galt. His fuH 
name is Erie. St. Vincent Galt. 
He is a supervisor with Union 
Carbide and he says he is "at 
a less" to explain how Ray 
would know about him. 

•’I was very much relieved 
when Ray-was arrested. I was 
afraid someone might be 
tempted to think I really was 
the one and lake a pot-shot at 
me. 

".About the time Eric S. Galt 
was revealed as one o: the 
names of the suspected killer, 
I got a lot of crank calls." 

Other items too coincidental 
for the Mount ics: 

The aliases Ray chose — 
Galt, Sncyci ana Paul Bridge- 
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men — are the na.mcs cf men 
.v!v# !.vc within a few blocks of 
each other. And they ell bear 
certain physical resemblances 
to Ray — color of hair, height 
and weight. 

They note that the loopholes 
he used to get a passport are 
those known to underworld 
and espionage figures to enter 
and leave the country. 

And they said Monday they 
know he intended to get his 
passport in Bridgman's name, 
hut after getting ihe necessary 
birth certificate he learned 
Bridgman already held a pass- 
port, and switched to Sneyd's 
name. How he learned this, 
and how the ROMP learned he 
knew it, were not disclosed. 

‘Too many things point to- 
ward the fact that Ray knew 
someone here," said* Deputy 
Chief B. J. Simonds. "It looks 
like someone gave him a litilc 
help in finding out the informa- 
tion on all these people whose 
names he used." 

The RCMP is presently con- 
cerned with the fat nun. if 
there is such a person, and a 
man who was seen drinking 
with Ray in a bar in the West 
End. 

And the West End: not slum- 
my enough for the police to 
bear down hard, not good 
.enough, to keep a high- living 
criminal happy. "The perfect 
l place for a careful nohoriy to 
hide," said om local police- 
man. 

On April r.n, Rayptvas seen in 
the Silver Dollar Bar, a work- 
ingman's hangout in the Wav- 
ciiy Hotel on Spadina Avenue. 
jHc sat at a front row table 
just inches from the bar’s 
writhing go-go dancers, and 
palled on a mug of Molson's 
Canadian. - ** 



"It was him," sa,;d dancer

night, she said, was fair- 
skinned, not fat but husky, and 
he wore a Ban Lon yellow T- 
shirt. 

Rsy paid $.145 in Canadian 
cash for his 21-day excurison 
trip to London. However, dur- 
ing his nights at the Silver 
Dollar Bar he paid for beers 
with American $20 bills. 

"Ray had extensive knowl- 
edge of the loopholes in obtain- 
ing a passport and a birth cer- 
tificate here," said the RCMP 
spokesman. 'That plus the 
fact t:'»iu he did have lots of j 
money does give a little meat 
to the theory that he must 
hive had help from someone. 
We want to know who.'*, 

"I Just don’t think Ray knew 
all the angles about getting an- 
other person’s passport," said 
Chief Simonds. "I think some- 
one else was the mastermind 
in setting it up. We just have 
to check and keep checking 
until we tun. something up."
